Two Extraordinary Events. 


Two political events, of recent occur- 
rence have surprised, it may be more 
correctly said astonished the country\- 
The one, the remarkable defeat of the 
Harrison administration, by such an 
overwhelming expression of public 
opinion as was never before witnessed; 
and the other that of the more recent 
apparent change of opinion as seen by 
the results of the State elections, both 


“of which fell upon the country aston- 


ishing the political world—to use an 


| old-time phrase, like thunder from out 
ofa clear sky. 


‘NOTHING WITHOQUT*CAUSE.”’ 

The above old-time adage is applica- 
ble to both oceurrences. To the care- 
ful observer, the causes lying beneath 
the surface, are not so difficult of solu- 
tion. * The. practiced politician, shrewd 
in the arts of the partisan, mayconceal 
for a time the real causes, and people 
hot politicians, who follow party tead- 
ers blindly and do not examine public 
questions themselves, oftentimes go 
astray; and the political tricksters—the 
charlatans in politics—labor under the 
belief that having ruled the political 
world so long unquestioned they still 
hold control, and can mould public 
opinion at their will. And the causes 
operating to bring about the two ex- 
traordinary events: referred. to have 
een adroitly kept out of sight, misun- 
derstood by some and purposely mis- 
represented by others. In only one or 
two rare instances have the real condi- 
tions been even so much as hinted at, 

WHY WAS THE REPUBLICAN PARTY 

DEFEATED? | ; 

The defeat of the Harrison Adminis- 
tration-which placed-the-seal-of--publie-+: 
condemnation on the Republican party, 
as was neyer before in all the history 
of- political party’s, s© emphatically 
done, furnishes food for serious reflec- 
tion suggesting the inquiry, why was 
the Republican party thus defeated? 
“The answer in -detail- requires more 
space and time than can be devoted to 
it. Briefly stated: — Bad legislation, 
ill-timed laws, unjust acts, and partisan 
efforts: to control legislation, for a 
longer continuance in power; more 
than-all else the refusal to relieve the 
burdens of the people by reducing taxa- 
tion, but on the contrary, adding there- 
to. By such legislation, monopolists 
and plutocrats have been made such 
by reason of special privileges and class 
legislation, concentrating enormous 
wealth, by means of ‘trusts; combina- 
tions and” monopolies; ‘controlling tn 
their turn the legislation of the coun- 
try, corrupting social and political. life 
till civic virtue exists only in name, #nid 
the money power is the power before 
whom all men are made to bow. And 
so we have millionairs on one side and 
paupers on the other. 

HOW THEY ARE MADE, 

The manner of the working of these 
trusts cen be seen in that special class 
legislation in the ‘‘Sugar Trust,” a not- 
able instance of bad law enacted for 
the benefit of the few, to the injury of 
the many. Congress took ‘off ‘the tax 
on raw sugar and imposed a taxon re- 
fined, stopping its importation and 
thus enabling the combination to con- 
trol the markets—forcing prices at 
their.own rates and compelling people 
to pay just what they see fit to demand. 

Government received no revenue 
from sugar, and not only was this the 
case but those same sugar refiners re- 
ceived from government ten to eleven | 
millions dollars annually paid out of 
the treasury as a bounty. But the story 
is-but. half told. For at the time of 
forming the combination there were | 
some twenty sugar refineries in the | 


000,000. Some-of them. were closed up 
and the real value of those supplying | 
the market, that is the refining works 
or plants so-called,-was $7,740,000; and 
this isthe value.of the property re- 
quired to carry on the business, By, 
the issue of bonds of $10,000,000 to | 
carry on business, the entire capital 
represented by $17,000,000. But in 
addition to this’ it has issued $75,000,- 
000.0f stock, which represents _ nothing 
but the paper it is written on, and the 
too credulous public has taken it at 
high prices, and these highly retined 
refiners have pocketed the proéeeds, 
and charge the people, for sugar; 
enough to earn a profit on this capitali- 
zation of watered stock of $75,000,000, 
and doit by the means of admitting 
the raw material, free, and protecting 
the refined. And as it has been and is, 
with the Sugar Trust, so is it with all 
others, 


JUDGED BY THEIR ACTS. 

Parties as well as men dre judged by 
their acts: for “by their acts ye shall 
know them.”? Judged by this test let 
us examine into some of the acts that 
were instrumental in: bringing about 
the results referred to, 

The Republican party. came - into 
power in 1888, rejoicing in its victory. 
Over-confident, and unmindful of the 
fact that the political conditions of the 
country had materially changed, it com- 
mitted the too common error of despis- 
ing its enemy; (a good general never 
commits that error). 

UNWISE LEGISLATION. 


The admission of new'States, having 


in.defeat,.. The Force Bill, with its.aue.. 


_far.more pertinent, had it been: by 


sparse population, some of them less 
than many cities of other States, was 
unwise legislation, and in a_ political 
point of view unjust and the more. to 
be condemned because of the intent 
and manner of their admission, the 
prompting motive being to strengthen 
their party by additional senators, and 
the partisan means of bringing it about, 
by , hastily unseating of Democratic 
members, were measures that told 
against the party; and seems really 
to the thoughtfully disposed to con- 
firm the claim that: ‘*There’s a divin- 
ity that shapes our ends, rough hew 
them how we will’; ‘That man pro- 
poses, God disposes,” and that the 
words apply as well to nations and to 
governments as to men, for both plans, 
cunningly devised, failed of accom-: 
plishment. The newly elected: sena- 
tors went with the Democrats, and the 
rejected representatives were re-elected 
the first. opportunity, by unmistakable 
majorities, and not only so but many 
others of different districts North and 
South, East and West, thereby wiping 
out the Republican majority in the 
house, and turning it over to the oppos- 
ite party. 

Then there was the Force Bull, the 
Tariff, and the Silver Bill, each with 
objectionable features enough to array 
a formidable opposition that culminated 


tocratic interference in State elections, 
with its reserve power of employing 
the military at the polls, was a measure 
so obnoxious as to meet universal oppo- 
sition by all, classes, save and except 
the bigoted partisan, led by '‘*fanatical 
passion stirred to fever heat.” 

It is not my purpose to discuss the 
muchediscussed~Tarrff.- The~opinion 
of the experienced man of business is 
of more importance than that of the 
writer. Such men as Moses Stevens, 
ex-Governor Ames and others know 
more about the practical working of 
the Tariff’-than all the doctrinaries and 
theorists in the-country, and-both have 
declared that free wool, free iron and 
free cgal are the great needs of the 
country. And the honest ex-Governor 
gave utterance to another:.opinion, 
wherein he said that had the Republi- 
can party heeded the demands of the 
people by a proper reduction of the 
tariff it would be in power at the pres- 
ent time.—An opinion in which others 
will concur. 

In viewing brieily as we have some 
of the remarkable causes leading to the 
defeat ‘of the Republican’ party, that 
most extraordinary event, the ~at- 
tempted annexation- of the Sandwich 
Islands, cannot be forgotten.

Let these islands become an 
integral part, of the great American 
States, albeit 3000 miles away, and no 
island ‘barrier’ or intervening ocean 
space can antagonize its influence or 
wash away the curse.

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GRADING TILE DRAINS, 


All the Outfit Needed Is a Water Level, an 
Ax and Some Stakes. 


A writer who has done a great deal of 


“ditching for 25- years describes. his plan 


for obtaining the grade of the bottom of 
ptile ditch in the absence of a skilled 
ditcher.. He makes his report as follows 
in the Ohio Farmer: — 

I také my ax and a stake and go to 
where I want the outlet of my ditch. I 
drive the stake as near the center of pro- 
posed ditch as may be, I then- take the 


level, go, to upper end of ditch and place | | 


the level & foot or more above the ground 
to clear all obstructions from a perfect 
view of stake at lower end of ditch, 
then drive a stake down even with top 
of level. Now I have the grade stake at 
upper end of ditch fixed. I then sight 
over my level to stake at lower end of 
ditch and havé a boy there to mark 
where the level line strikes the stake. 
Now I cam readily see the amount of 
fall obtainable in my proposed ditch, I 
next drive another stake down so the top 
will be as much lower than the level 
mark on first stake as I have fall in

' FINDING A @RADE IN TILE DITCHES. 
whole length of itch, provided it is to be 
put on the one grade the whole length. 
The two end stakes thus set fix the grade 
of ditch. 

After this is done I drive three or four 
stakes, according to length of ditch, driv- 
ing them down to a perfect grade on top 
_.With the two end stakes, Now I have 


a perfect grade line on top of “stakes; 


which represents the grade in bottom of 
ditch, and to traiisfer it to the bottom I 
make a grade stick—say 4 feet long, more 
or less, as may be required, according to 
depth of ditch or height of grade stakes 
above the ground, and with this stick I 
dig down until the top of grade stick, 

when..set. plumb in bottom of ditch, 

comes one perfect line with top of grade 
stakes. The grade stakes must be all set 
on a perfect line, as near on a line with 
the center of the proposed ditch as may 
be, and hence’will have to be removed 
as. you come to them in digging the 
ditch. Before disturbing the last stake 
but one, set another stake beyond the 
first in order that you may maintain 
your grade to the end, By using your 
grade stick often the grade of your ditch 
need not vary a quarter of an inch in 20 
rods. : 

I usually lay and blind my tile about 
as fast as I dig the ditch. At least when 
I quit at night I-have my tile placed and 
blinded to within a rod of the end of finish- 
ed ditch, I leave some six or eight tile that 


Ido not blind. This gives all the water 


that may gather in the ditch a chance to 
get into the tile, and. by placing a thin 
flat stone between the ends of the second 
and third tile, so no dirt can run into the 
tile below, your ditch remains perfectly 
secure until finished. By laying the tile 
as fast as the ditch is dug you maintain 
a much better grade than can possibly 
be had after the ditch is allowed to lay 
until the water cuts out the bottom or 


Thick or Thin Seeding. 

After years of experience in western 
New York a Country Gentleman corre- 
spondent says: 

I came to the conclusion that 11y 
bushels of wheat and barley per acre 
would produce better returns in the av- 
erage than more seed, and I have not 
been ashamed to compare yields with 
others who have sown more liberally. 
A neighbor who has continued to sow 
two bushels seed per acre has fallen be- 
hind me in yield largely, often 10 bush- 
els average per acre, Oats I sow two 
bushels per acre, though less seed has 
sometimes produced as well. 


A Hard Times Hired Man.

A. Hill, who is at Pomona, Cal.,-and the 
following extract is taken from it: 


Pomona is a very pleasant town,’ very 
well laid out, with most of the streets at 
rigs angles, bordered ‘very. generall 

beautiful shade ‘trees, of kinds al- 
most entirely new to me. I see here and 
there a white’pine, but mostly the pepper 
tree, not the pepper of cOmmerce, and 
the cypress and encalyptus. Many have 
olive trees aud palms by the roadside, 
bordering their grounds, 

“There are many people here from the 
east, but east as used here means any- 
where east of the Rocky Mountains, 
Churches are plenty and yon well at- 
tended. This is a great fruit region, 
with oranges, lemons, pomegranates, figs, 
prunes, plums, peaches, pears, ee gon 

apricuts, nectarines, olives, etc, Eng- 
eh walnuts and almonds. ere are 
also large vineyards, but many acres have 
been dug up to make room for other 
fruits. The grape is losing faver on ac- 
count of the low prices for wine and 
raisins. og, thiak of one ranch pro- 
ducing from 75 to 90 tons of prunes dried 
for the market, beside immense quanti- 
ties of other fruits. This is a beautiful 
country, though there has been unusu- 
ally cold weather here, so cold that ice 
formed nearly an inch in thickness. You 
may smile and say that was not very en- 
couraging for the ice dealers. It would 
not be in Andover, but that is not here. 

I am very glad to. miss the cold winter 
of Massachusetts, and think it will bene- 
fit me by coming here. The mountain 
elightful. They can be 
seen for a distance of about 100 miles, 
both up and down the valley. The dis- 
tanee from here to the mountains is about 
17. miles, but to my eastern eyes appear 
to be not more than two miles away.

Green Manuring. 

A bulletin from the Hatch experiment 
station at- Amherst, Mass., is. devoted. 
to a report of experiments made with a 
view to ascertaining tle true valoe of 
green manuring. The matter, it appears, 
resolves itself into this—that the search 
for aprofitable crop for gréen manuring 
the better. classes ef soils is withoat 
avail. The distinction should beter 
in mind between green manuring—the 
plowing under of green plants—and 
plowing under the stubble and remains 
of a crop, ~The latter-is-necessary_and 
oftén results in mach good to the land. 
But it is'a mistake to plow into the soil 
for manure a pound of vegetable albu- 
minoids which could be used for mak- 
ing milk or meat, according to the bul- 
letin in question, which furthermore 
adds: 

Green manuring, except with lupine 
on light sandy soils, marks no progress 
in farm management. Let us then take 
advantage of these’ recent discoveries of 
agricultural scietice not to ** manure the 
soil with atmospheric nitrogen,’’ but to 
produce and to utilize to the fullest ex- 
tent the nitrogenous and carbonaceous 
materials derived from the air by feed- 
ing them to farm animals, 


Corn and Ferti}izers. 

After several years’ experience'a New 
York farmer tells in The New England 
Homestead that he has decided to use 
only commercial fertilizer for corn, us- 
ing 700'to 800 pounds per acre in the 
drill and these only of standard brands. 
By sending to the New York experiment 
station for the fertilizer bulletins and 
giving them a thorough study one can 
learn enough to be posted so as to deter- 
mine what brands give the most for the 
money.

Overmanuring Grain Crops.

To furnish the mineral elements that 
grain crops require an overdose of -ma- 
nure must be given, and this makes an 
excessive growth of straw. If the stable 
manure is applied to corn and potato

Bifrerence In the Yields of Different Varie- 
ties—Preparing the Seed. ; 
A writer in The New England Home 


stead very t‘uly states that there is aa a 


much difference in the yields of the dif- 


ferent varieties as in the dispositions of | 


men, and a careful study of the char- 
acteristics, and types of the different 
families will bring great profit. He 
tells that on his farm in Tompkins coun- 
N.-Y:, under exactly the same con: 
ditions the yield vanied from 80 to 406 
bushels per acre. The cost of growing 
was the same. At the New York state 
potato exhibit not an early variety camé 
to the front as heaviest yielder in any of 
the 18 counties represented. He says: 
With me the Orphan, which is very 
late. long and white of the Burbank 
family is the heaviest yielder. The Dal- 
ton is next in yield. It is the poor qual- 
ity, oblong, white, late, The Rural No. 
2 ‘is a smooth, oblong, white variety, 
universally commended, It never grows 
knotty and is of good quality. It was 
shown in every county exhibit and was 
the largest yielder five times out of eight- 
een, Vick’s Champion is a strong grower 
nearly round, whité and of good qual- 
ity. For strong, heavy clay soil the 
Clay Rose is desirable, as it seems to be 
able to send its roots through such soil. 
It is of the Peach Blow style, For sec- 
ond early Victor Rose gives a good yield 
of fine shaped tubers. Among the early 
varieties Chicago Market, Early Sun- 
rise;-Poleris,-Paritan_and_ Pure Early 
Rose grown from northern seed give 
tair yields, but do not pay me unless I 
sell them to southern trade for seed. 
Among the new kinds St. Patrick is 
a very desirable family potato, being 
white and late, American Wonder is 
fine grained, late, white and a good 


-yielder.-...New- Queen is early, very 


smooth, of the Early Rose variety, but 
a light yielder. Seed adapted to your 
soil and market should be selected and 
carefully taken care of. If the sprouts 
are allowed to grow and get broken off, 
they will grow again, but will not be as 
vigorous, On rainy days any time for 
three weeks before planting time we cut 
our seed. If put into a barrel, they will 
heat and spoil. A few handfuls are cut 
{nto-a crate and @ little land- plaster 
sprinkled over them. “Alternate layers 
of plaster and potatoes are put in until 
the-erate is full. The-plaster keeps them 
cool, from sticking together and ‘causes 
a vigorous growth. ‘The buds wil] swell. 
but do not get long enough by May 10

®A Marker For Onion Ground. 

The home garden is supposed to be in 
a high state of cultivation. The regular 
annual allowance of manure will in all 
probability be fully sufficient even for 
this crop, which is known to thrive best 
on plenty and rich food. If you have 
the manure, however, a light top dress- 
ing on the plowed ground will be sure 
to give good results. Deep plowing is 
not necessary, but the surface should be 
well fined and kept well stirred during

the entire season of growth. A small 
bed can be marked ont with a garden 
line or a rake or hoe handle. For larger 
operations we need a marker that— will 
indicate the rows without leaving regu- 
lar furrows such as we need for seed 
sewing. : 

Here is an excellent device that was 
originally illustrated in The Practical 
Farmer. The illustration explains itself. 
The teeth are 12 inches apart, and their 
point runs just far enough below the 
wheel te leave light marks. The onion 
plants are then ‘‘dibbled” in three inches 
apartin the row. At this rate it will 
take about 1,000 plants to set a square 
rod of ground. 


Asparagus Culture. 

A gardener, inthe Philadelphia Farm 
Journal, says: 

I set my asparagus. plants shallow be- 
cause I wanted early ‘‘grass.’’ For this 
reason I have to cultivate shallow over 
the rows to avoid injuring the crowns. 
A neighbor’s patch was nearly rained 
by a careless helper who ran the culti- 
vator with the common- hooked teeth a 
little too deep. I stir the soil as early 
as possible,and broadcast two or three 
pounds of nitrate of soda per square rod 
or five pounds of a good complete fer- 
tilizer. I do not mean to say in the 
above that the nitrate of soda is equiva- 
lent to the complete fertilizer, but I use 
bone dust and muriateof potash freely 
pn the farm and in‘the garden, and 
where these are soused nitrogen is about 
the only fertilizer required in the early 
ppring by such a crop as asparagus. 

Cottonseed Meal as a Fertilizer. 

Results gained at the Connecticut 
station lead to the following recom- 
mendafions: In ordering meal to use as 
a food or as a fertilizer pur@hasers 
should require decorticated upland cot- 
tonseed meal, containing at least 6.5

Canton, 0., March 26.--Coxey’s army 
of the commonweal moved out of Massil 
lon yesterday on schedule time,there being 
perhaps 75 straggle?s-in line: at the start 
and 25 less when Canton, eight miles 
away, was reached. 

Carl Browne, chief marshal, headed 
the procession mounted on a white horse, 
and was followed by half a dozen aids all 
mounted on horses belonging to Coxey, 
who rode in a carriage drawn by a pair of 
spirited horses. 

The procession consisted of the mar- 
shals, Coxey, his wife and sister, a bugler, 
four covered wagons contuining camping 
outfits, baled straw and several quarters 
of beef; a brass band that playéd all kinds 
of music at-once and the soldiers: of the 
commonweal on foot. 

They marched single file and two abreast 
as pleased their fancy. 

With very few exceptions they were 
hard looking citizens. This, they claimed, 
was not their fault, but the fault of our 
system of government. ‘ 

The Massillon camp on the Tuscarora 
presented an odd sight yesterday morn- 
ing. No fire was permitte! in the big 
tent, but there was a heap of blazing logs 
outside. Every few moments the flaps of 
the tent-were..parted.by...a soldier of the 
commonweal, who visited the fire to 
drive away the chills, F 

The Hobos of the Party.

Making Their Escape. 

A man who shouted ‘Here Browne” at 
the California reformer half way across 
the field was given a raking over by 
Smith. Among other things he said that 
the proper _capero.was to ask ‘for Chief 
Marshal Carl Browne and salute when 
his attention was secured. 

- The despised military system is being 
introduced, even though companies are 
called communes and regiments commnn- 
ities, The 11 groups consolidated are 
called the Chicago commune. Two hours 
before the time for departure the tents 
‘were pulled down and preparations made 
for the trip. ' 

Outsiders were directed to leave the 
field and await the commonweal on the 
main streets of the town. Camp wagons 
and saddle horses were brought in from 
Coxiana, and the soldiers had a busy time 
of it. A diversion was caused by a bulletin 
from Coxiana, announcing that a steamer 
had just passed that point laden with re-, 
cruits from Canton. The steamer made 
the trip of nine miles in 21-2 hours, but 
only afew men from Canton were en- 
rolled.
